PROF.  J.  CORNILS 
AND  NEIGHBOR 
PASTORS  SPEAK 

Reverends  Bischoff 
Kuhlmann  and 
Bearse  Lecture. 

The  head  of  the  German  depart¬ 
ment,  Prof.  Cornils,  spoke  in  con¬ 
vocation  Monday.  Feb.  6,  empha¬ 
sizing  that  we  should  consider  our 
Christianity  seriously  and  live  in 
the  example  of"  Christ. 

“We  are  saved,”  said  Prof.  Cor¬ 
nils,  “by  faith  alone:  but  what 
kind?  True  faitli'is  something  liv¬ 
ing.  If  we  are  really  and  truly 
Christian,  we  must  follow  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  our  Lord  and  Savior.” 

In  our  daily  life,  many  complex 
problems  present  themselves.  The 
speaker  pointed  out  that  we  could  | 
meet  those  problems  much  easier 
if  we  turn  to  Jesus  for  help,  and 
face  our  temptations  since  we  can¬ 
not  separate  ourselves  from  the 
world. 

“You  may  not  receive  any  praise 
from  the  world,”  was  a  comment 
of  the  German  professor,  “but  be  > 
undisturbed.  If  the  Lord  be  with  j 
you  and  you  with  the  Lord,  vie-  j 
tory  will  be  yours.  You  will  have  j 
worked  as  a  salt  in  this  world.” 

Speaker  from  Greene. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Bischoff  of  Greene, 
Iowa,  was  the  speaker  in  convoca¬ 
tion  on  Wednesday,  Feb.  8,  point¬ 
ing  out  in  his  address  that  every¬ 
one  must  pay  his  own  way  through 
life.  . 

“Over  every  life  stands  the 
words,  ‘Pay  as  you  enter',”  said 
Rev.  Bischoff.  “The  first  payment 
is  not  sufficient  We  must  pay  as 
we  go.  No  one  is  excepted,  neithei 
is  there  any  rebate." 

Life  expects  us  to  make  contri¬ 
butions  toward  the  betterment  of 
our  fellowmen's  lives.  If  we  refuse, 
we  will  find  it  is  a  mistake  be¬ 
cause  life  grabs  such  people  by 
their  throats  and  forces  them 
pay  their  debt.

The  present  day 
generation  is  not  happy  unless  it 
is  doing  something.  Laws  are 
broken  just  to  see  it  there  is  a

tion  is  never  going  to  be  a  very 
godly  nation,  remarked  Rev.  01- 

As  to  the  breakdown  of  respect 
for  authority  he  slated  that  we 
must  releach  our  children  to  re¬ 
spect  authority-  The  best  de¬ 
terrent  is  to  show  them  that  if 
they  break  a  law  they  will  be 
punished.  He  also  pointed  out 
that  youth  will  not  separate  the 
man  from  the  office  he  hold?. 
They  will  hold  little  respect  for 
offices  commanded  by  corruptinf- 
liciols.
